DOWN AND CONNOR AND DROMORE CHURCH 
EDUCATION SOCIETY. 
Our report of the morning meeting of the friends of 
this society in the Music Hall, on Tuesday, extended to 
such a length that we were obliged to hold over a report 
of the evening meeting in the same place. The chair, as 
stated in our last, was occupied by 
Dr. Tuomas Purpon. 
After the meeting had been opened with prayer, 
The Chairman said it was to him a matter of decp 
gratification that he had been that evening placed in a 
position of declaring publicly in favour of the Church 
Education Society. (Applause.) A great outcry had 
been raised by the opponents of that society that paren- 
tal authority was interfered with in its schools, be- 
cause all the children attending them read daily the 
Word of God; but this outcry was utterly without 
foundation. How could it be said that parental autho- 
rity was improperly infringed, when the children were 
taught those great principles of honouring and obeying 
their parents in the Lord, as inculcated by the Word of 
God? The whole question now at issue was, whether 
it was right te educate a child without making Scrip- 
tural instruction a part of that education? He be- 
lieved that no system of education was complete with- 
out the Bible, and till this was conceded, he trusted that 
the Protestant laity would not relax in their support of 
the Church Education Society, but would remain firmly 
attached to the great principle on which it was founded. 
(Applause. ) 
Rev. Mr. Black then addressed the meeting; afler 
which, 
Rev. E. J. Hartrick, one of the honorary secretaries, 
read extracts from the annual report, which has already 
appeared in our columns. 
Rev. Mr. Hobson (Prebendary of Connor) was the 
next speaker. He said that from the first he had 
always been an ardent supporter of the Church Edu- 
cation Society. He approved of its principles, and 
the firm stand it was making for the supremacy of

Mr. Cospen suddenly appears before us in a new cha- 
racter. Having sought in vain for that forty thou- 
sands of his swallowed up by the model Republic, he 
refused, on principle, to accept a post in the present 
heterogeneous Cabinet. Retiring to Paris, where he 
and his family most strangely found their persons to 
be secure, he assumes the functions of Plenipoten- 
tiary Extraordinary, under the very Government 
which he refused to join, and, as such, signs a Treaty 
of Commerce. Nor is this the only extraordinary 
fact connected with the Treaty. It is advocated by 
a Free Trade Ministry, although it violates the very 
foundation of Free Trade principles. The statesmen 
who exclaimed in chorus against the perversity of Pro- 
tection have become Protectionists ; and they who ar- 
gued most stoutly against all ideas of taxation founded 
on reciprocity now as stoutly eulogise the exceed- 
ing great benefit to be obtained by reciprocity. If the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has retrograded in his 
finance as the other members of the Cabinet have 
in commercial policy, we may expect a revival of the 
poll-tax, or the duty on woollen shrouds. 

Lord Derby, in his magnificent speech, with clear 
and emphatic phraseology, proved not only the ab- 
surdity, but the danger, of sucha reversal of our com- 
mercial policy at the present juncture. During 
the last year there was a traffic of twenty millions 
annually between this country and France, yet the 
events of the last few months prove that extensive 
commercial intercourse cannot be apreventive against 
war. Weenter upon atreaty conferring extraordi- 
nary benefits upon France, without any corresponding 
benefit to ourselves. Is there no other way to con- 
vince France of the blessings of Free Trade than by 
ruining ourselves? We are at once to open our 
ports to French manufactured goods, free of duty, but 
we must wait 18 months for the partial opening 
of the French ports to us, and five years for admit- 
tance tothe full privileges of a commercial power. 
We are to receive from France precisely those goods 


the French workman, and consequently leave a large 
profit in the country ; while France will take from 
us only those productions which have required no 
labour here, and consequently leave but little profit. 
We are to do all this at the very moment whena 
deficiency of revenue is anticipated, and when a 
vast sum will be required to defend our harbour 
against a possible attack on the part of our unprofi- 
table customers. 
three millions a year for two years certain, at the 
moment when there are heavy drains upon our trea- 


Free Trade. But as Lord Derby hinted, there are several 
taxes pressing most severely upon the working classes 
which cannot be removed if this treaty be persisted 
in. There is the tax upon tea and sugar, now equal 
to a war-tax, and which should have been removed 
four years since. There is the income-tax, with all 
its iniquities, which Mr. Gladstone, with theatrical 
solemnity, vowed should be removed this year. Is 
there the slightest chance of relicf from these im- 
posts if we have to pay this six millions to France, 
merely to induce her to keep the peace ? 

The poor man desires to have an untaxed cup of 
tea or pound of sugar. In answer, Mr. Gladstone re- 
moves the tax upon the rich man’s claret, the spark- 
ling champagne, the sprightly Moselle, or the gene- 
rous Roussillon; of all taxes, a tax upon wine was 
least felt—none but the rich purchased that luxury. 
To remit the duty on it, and retain it on tea and 
sugar, which are the necessaries of life, is little else 
than pitiless mockery. 

But six millions additional taxation upon our own 
earnings will never supply the deficiency caused by 
this bribe to France. To remit the duties on French 
wines involves also a remission of duty on Spanish 
and Portuguese wines. The wines from our own 
colonies of Australia and the Cape of Good Hope 
must have a low differential duty. French wines 
cannot be admitted free while you retain the tax 
upon malt and hops, unless our colonies and agricul- 
turists are to be sacrificed bodily to France. 

What are we to send that France is willing to ad- 
mit free of duty? Iron, stout English iron, to em- 
ploy the arsenals of Cherbourg and the foundries of 
Toulon. Stout Englishiron France needs for the pur- 
suit of her peaceful manufacture of gun-boats, arma- 
dilloes, plated batteries, and rifled cannon. Coals, too, 
she will take—coals, which were so nearly pronounced 
contraband of war last year. Coals are very useful 
to France, not only for forges, furnaces, and smelting, 
but for those fifty transports capable of ferrying 
2,000 men each across the esplanade of the Channel. 
Yes, France, during the two years that we will wait 
for any relaxation of duty on our manufactures, will 
buy largely of iron and coal, and then, perhaps, as 
the French leaguers express it, “ will tear this treaty 
“to pieces by cannon shot.“ 

This Island of ours is somewhat interested in this 
treaty. We have still surviving two native manu- 
factures - we make linen and distill whiskey. Eight 
or nine years since we carried on a large 
trade with France in linens and spun-yarns; 
then came prohibitive duties, and the market was 
in effect closed, The French tliemselves manufac- 
tured the finest kinds oflinen, and, of course, spin the 
finest yarns. They can take from us only the coarser 
kinds of both, on which there is little labour and less 
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which have most exercised the genius and labour of |

The Times on the First Night of the Session :— 

The first night of the Session seems, in the House of 
Commons at least, to be rapidly degenerating into a 
proceeding of mere formality. It has now come to be 
perfectly well understood that the very worst way of 


| raising a question is by an amendment on the Address, 


and therefore it has come to pass that even the most 
inveterate talkers of the House have embraced a most 
laudable practice ef silence on this occasion. The 
leader of the Opposition thinks it necessary to say some- 
thing in order to k alive the right of ol jecting, if 
occasion should require, and the head of tle Govern- 
ment must needs answer, though he, of course, has 
no desire to give the discussion a wider range or 
greater significance than is absolutely required, So 
passes away for the most part the first evening, but 
on the second day the tongues of men are loosene:, and 
the House settles down to its normal condition. Even 
now such discussions must be pursued under very con- 
siderable disadvantages. There seems really to be no 
difference of opinion with respect to the policy to be 
observed towards Italy. Whatever it may be found 
convenient to say in Ireland, it seems to be pretty well 
agreed in the House of Commons that the Pope is to 
be in no other light than as a temporal So- 
vereign ; that the policy of this country is to be non- 
intervention for ourselves and for others; and that the 
part of England has been played hitherto “with dignity, 
vigour, and success. 

These are not promising elements out of which to 
construct a party onslaught, and therefore we do not 
wonder to find little on this subject which the press has 
not already anticipated. About China there is more to 
be said, but even the subject of China is encompassed 
with formidable difficulties. Of the two great parties of 
the State, one appointed the officer who commanded at 
and directed the proceedings which led to the battle of 
the Peiho, while the other has taken upon itselfto avenge 
the insult, and is responsible forthe management of the 
war which is now preparing.

Is such an arrangement in accordance with the 
received principles of political economy ? The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer undertakes to prove that it is, 
and desires us to wait till, the Treaty having been placed 
on the table, he is ina condition to prove his assertion. 
We will listen to him with the utmost respect and at- 
tention, but we cannot promise to suspend our judg- 
ment so long. It seems to us that we have already 
before us all the matters for adecision. We do not dis- 
pute the policy of lowering our duties on French produce 
in order to invite a corresponding lowering of French 
duties on English produce, but we have heard nothing 
yet which should shake us from the conviction that 
it is contrary to all true principles of economical science 
to make the regulation of our revenue a matter of con- 
vention with a foreign State, so that we shall hence- 
forth be precluded from raising taxes on our own people 
in such manner as we may think proper, because we 
have stipulated, for the benefit of some foreign country, 
that we will only tax ourselves in a particular way and 
to a particular extent. We tancy we can understand 
that, in order to reduce the duties on French wines for 
the sake of some remote equivalent, we must take off 
the duty on other wines from which we derive a large 
revenue, and which will give us no equivalent at all ; 
so that in our anxiety to conciliate France we are forcing 
on uncalled-for concessions to the claims of countries 
which offer us nothing in return. 

These are serious considerations, but still more se- 
rious is it to give by implication a sanction to the notion 
that duties ought to be raised or lowered with a view 
to obtain corresponding concessions from other nations 
less advanced in the principles of commerce than our- 
selves. All these things seem to us to result from the 
nature of a commercial treaty, and are entitled to care- 
ful consideration, even though it should turn out that 
the object of the Treaty was, as has been pretty broadly 
insinuated, to commit the French Government before 
the meeting of the Legislature, so that it shall be im- 
possible for the Protectionist element, however powerful, 
to force the Emperor back from the word he has given. 
If we are to adopt this view, if we are to believe that 
the present French Parliament would raise so formidable 
an opposition to the adoption of Free Trade that even 
the Emperor could not pass the measure unless fortified 
by a solemn treaty with a foreign Power, we have no 
reason to look with satisfaction on the part we shall 
play in the eyes of an important section of French 
opinion, and the enmity we shall incur by being the 
means of ucing so great a change in French 
economical policy. It will be hard, indeed, to persuade 
our neighbours of what, after all, we are completely 
persuaded ourselves—that the remission of a hrotective 
duty on foreign manufactures is far more important to 
the consumer than to the producer. If so, it will be 
asked, why cannot we be content to impose duties in 
our own way, and to leave our system, if a good one, to 
work its way by the common consent and reason of 
mankind? 

There appears to us to be force in these views, and, 
as they are formed independently of the particular de- 
tails of the Treaty, we are at a loss to understand how

A memberof a Tory Government, how- 
ever, may be excused for supposing that there must 
be something below the surface in our relations with 
foreign Powers, For in an Austrian policy the fa- 
culty of slyness is in constant and habitual exercise. 
An English Government attached to the traditions 
of Castlereagh and Metternich, while professing “ neu- 
trality ” where the rights of sovereigna and nations 
are in question, is naturally and necessarily as dis- 
to be secretive and ambiguous as an English 
Government attached to the principles of protection while 
demanding the logical results of unlimited free trade. No 
man in his senses, of anyclass or party in this country, is 
insensible to the advantages of friendship with our nearest 
neighbours on the Continent; no man is insensihle to 
the necessity of unrelaxing vigilance in our dealings 
with irresponsible Potentates. But having laid down 
once for all the principle of non-intervention as the 
principle of English policy, we are curious to learn in 
what manner our honour, security, or independence of 
action can be menaced or compromised by a good, and 
friendly, and even intimate understanding witha Power 
which accepts our principles and defers to our policy, if 
not by choice, by the force of circumstances and events? 
The friendliest relations with the French Government, 
and the most cordial agreement on questions affecting 
the domestic rights of peoples, in no way touch the more 
technical considerations affecting the balance of power 
in Europe. Assuredly, if there be any Power in the 
world that has a right to speak with the authority of a 
disinterested and faithful observer of treaties, it isGreat 
Britain. Butthe principle of non-intervention which 
the Government of England upholds in 1860 is to the 
principle which the Government of England sanctioned 
in 1815, as the civilisation of to-day is to the civilisa- 
tion of forty-five years ago. Non-intervention is a 
paramount principle, because of its extreme simplicity 
and its universal application. It is not the dream of 
universal peace fulfilled; but it is the first step towar.is 
the abolition of war. Great States will always have great 
interests to guard. England has her colonies, her com- 
merce, her Indian Empire. There will always be room 
for the operation of a national policy separate and dis- 
tinct;room enough for honourable rivalry; room enough 
for the just influence ofan armed people and a matcliess 
fleet. But a frank, loyal, and humane statesmanship 
will have done much to obliterate the traces of past 
discord when it has set its seal upon the declaration of 
the right of every people to rule itself, and drawn closer 
and closer the mutual ties and interests of all.

The difficulties, 
therefore, of even an absolute Government, when it pre- 
sumes to touch a prohibitive tariff, are peculiar in 
France, as the émeute of the ironmasters sufficiently tes- 
tifies. And though ten years of a regime of bon plaisir 
may have somewhat encrvated the energies which make 
an Opposition formidable to a Government, it is certain 
that the Emperor of the French needs all his strength to 
carry out the measures which his thoughtful intellect 
approves. Three years since a reform of the French 
tariff was announced, anda loud outery arose against 
it. A committee of inquiry was appointed. It sat twice, 
and nothing more was heard ofreform. But the“ idea“ 
has not slept meanwhile,and this time at least it re- 
appears under more encouraging auspices. Certainly 

of all Englishmen Mr. Gladstone would be least liable 
to the suspicion of any tenderness for the form of Go- 

vernment prevailing in France; but the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer is too serious and practical a statesman 
to sacrifice the enduring interests of civilisation to 
political antipathies. Nothing could be more unre- 
served than his expressions in the House yesterday on 
this point, and it is important to observe that he spoke

remembered long, and if the future fail to ratify them,

promising little pleasure to the visiters atthe launch. As 
the morning wore on, the sky became clearer, with 
glimpses of sunshine, ard as enthusiasm on sue ceca 
sions never flags with the inhabitants of Portsmouth some 
thousands of people had assembled on every point whence 
a view of the! proceedings could be obtained by the time 
the ship was launched. Among those present on the plat- 
form erected under the bows of the vessel were—Admiral W. 
Bowles, C. B., Rear-Admiral the Hon. G. Grev, with Flag- 


Lieuts. Robinson and Swinburn; Captains Farquhar and 
Hamilton; Commanders his Serene Highness the Prince of 
Leiningen, Cotor, &c.; her Serene Highness the Princess of 
Leiningen and Miss Bowles; his Serene Hizhness Prince 
Edward of Saxe Weimar, &e. The band of her 


Majesty's ship Victory was in attendance, and played 
a variety of airs during the proceedings preliminary 
to the launching of the vessel. At 12-25 the master 
builder, Mr. Abethell, placed the bottle of wine, which was 
suspended in the usual manner, in the hands of the Princess 
Leiningen, who broke it against the ships’ bows amid the 
cheering of all present, and the ceremony of christening the 
Prince of Wales was complete. ‘Ihe workmen immediatu ly 
commenced splitting away the blocks remaining under the 
ship’s keel, and at 12-30 the cord being cut which held sus 
pended the pigs of ballast, these descended in their channels 
and liberated the vessel from the degshores. A few 
minutes more and she began to move, gliding easily into 
the water, aecompanied by cheering from the crowds of 
people present, and the strains of fhe National Anthem 
fro. the Victory’s band. ‘The ship was no sooner clear of 
the shed under which she had been constructed, than flag- 
staſts rose as if by magic from her decks, displaying the 
Reyal Standard, the Admiralty Ensign, and the Uniop 
Jack. A Lower anchor checked her further progres 
astern, and being taken in tow by steamtags, she was 
berthed for the present alongside the Victorious hulk, in the 
harbour, and will be placed in the steam basin next spring 
tides, for the purpose of docking and receiving her machinery 
&e. The Prince of Wales was laid down on the 10th o; June, 
1818, from designs approved by the then Surveyor of the, 
Navy, Sir William Symonds, and intended for a sailing 
three-decker. It was, however, subsequently determined 
that. with several others then on the stocks, she should un- 
dergo considerable alterations, necessary to adapt her to the 
“ serew ;" and for this purpose she was cut asunder amid- 
ships and lengthened about 50 feet; her stern was also 
lengthened as much as was necessary to enable her to receive 
her outer stern-post for her screw-shafting and rule, 
rhe figurehead of the ship is a bust of his Royal High- 
ness the Prince of Wales, and has been executed by Messrs.

On removing to a new house, the children 
at once became strangely and unaccountably ill. ‘They 
all appeared suffering from the same complaint, nor 
could they weil explain how they felt. At nights théy 
were worse than in the day time, and always very 
restive, the muscles of the face being marked by a kind 
of twitching. Medical assistance was procured, but 
without effect, until Dr. Ballenden discovered that they 
were suffering from the effects of poison continuously 
received into their system, but from what source he 
could not ascertain. He, however, subsequently ex- 
amined the bedroom, and finding the walls covered 
with a green-coloured paper, tore off a small piece, in 
which he discovered an extraordinary quantity cf 
arsenic. The room had just been papered, and a fire 
was kept in it. The children had .therefore been 
inhaling the deleterious evaporation which necessarily 
issued from the paper. ‘They were removed into 
another room, and are now fast regaining their usual 
health. The doctor states that from an analysis 
made, a small bit of the paper contained sufficient 
arsenic to poison any grown-up person.— Manchester 
Guardian, 

The house of a farmer near Chelmsford has been 
visited during the night by a man, supposed to be an 
escaped lunatic, who, with a sheathed sword in his hand 
made a young lady, the domestic servants, and two la- 
bourers dance attendance upon him all over the house 
in search of money.

„The renewal of the alliance between England and 
France, and the retura of Count Cavour to power in 
Piedmont, have been received with the greatest satisfac- 
tien in Hungary, because they are looked on as the 
triumph of English policy, which is non-intervention. 
The Hungarians hope that when, at aday which can- 
not new be far distant, they shall demand the restora- 
tion of their national independence and their political 
liberties, this policy will be adhered to. They do not 
ask for any help; their own stout arms and brave 
hearts will enable them, as they have done before, to 
get back their own again ;’ but they do pray that when 
the work is done no Russian or other despot may 
be allowed to sweep down on them with his legions and 
trample them under foot. They think that England, 
as the elder born of free nations, ought not again to 
allow such a deed of iniquity to be done, and they 
believe that if she were resolutely te proclaim, ‘ It shall 
not be, no déspot would dare attempt it.“ 

THE TORDA IN TRANSYLVANIA. 

All the world has heard of the marvels of Addels- 
berg and Adderbach, the wizard-haunts of Faust in the 
Hartz, and the epic “ Fatherland” of Tell in Zurich. 
But in the wilds of Transylvania, scarce trodden by the 
foot of a stranger, are scenes which reduce the Hartz- 
berg to a simple upland, and legends which would have 
made the heart of Goethe and Schiller thrill with inspi- 

tion. 

: Among the former there is a place ——, the remnant 
of an elder world, a scattered fragment of the vast skele- 
ton of creation left naked at the ebbing of the Deluge, 
and which, seen, whether by sunshine or by moonlight, 
should leave “ Der Teufels Tanz-platz,” or the wizard 
dens of the Brocken, scenes of a common world. 

Beyond the right bank of the Manos, in the 
range of hills which extends to the Western Alps, 
or snowy mountains of Transylvania, is a gigantic and 
wondrous chasm, called “The Torda-hasadik,” and 
which gives name to the town of Torda, though it is 
eight miles distant. 

In advanciog from this place the effect of the great 
antediluvian memorial is much heightened by the con- 
trast of the living world through which it is approached. 
For some distance after leaving the town, a beautiful 
valley extends before us, interspersed with villages, and 
bounded by hills covered with forests. Pursuing the 
course of a small stream which winds through the val- 
ley, we arrive at a mill, surrounded by meadows, and 
about three-quarters of a mile farther reach the opening 

f the chasm. 

To the left the face of the hill is bare, and the 
right still covered with umbrage, though now the foliage 
is dwindled into copse ; but as we advance the stream 
becomes enclosed between rocks, vegetation disappears, 
and the cliffs exhibit amore imposing sight at “every 
atep, till suddenly we standin the gorge of the Torda. 

It is impossible to render an adequate description of 
this appalling scene. The ruins of a thousand churches, 
pillars, and obelisks seem to rise before us in fearful con- 
fnsion. The mind seems overpowered by the awful de- 
vastation ; the cliffs are brown, white, and red, giving 
the appearance of a city Qestroyed hy fire. The bed of 
the stream is in some places twenty-four feet, iu bers 
forty feet wide ; but the breadth of the chasm increases 
with the height, until thesummits of the rocks on 
either side are about a musket shotapart. The extent 
of the chasm is something more than half a mile, and 
the height of the crags exceeds that of the loftiest 
tower. After passing theentrance, a gateway seems to 
rise before us, formed by an arch of rock forty feet in 
length. Advancing afew hundred paces on the stones 
of the stream, two caverns are discovered in the preci- 
pices on either side of the gulf, their mouths strongly 
walled up, and provided with loop-holes and windows. 
Formerly, upon the summit of the hill above, there was 
a monastery, a small wooden church, and a hermitage, 
surrounded by centenary oaks, walnuts, and cherry- 
trees, which, though the buildings are ruined, still en- 
close the solitary domain. The monastery belonged to 
the Wallachians, and was burned during the late insur- 
rection, to prevent the house from serving as a place of 
refuge to the disorderly bands by which various parts 
of the country were infested.— Once a Week.

The Lord Mayor said, it was to be very much re- 
gretted that a sufficient number of members had not 
attended to constitute a house.

In this he was, 
however, disappointed, because the day previous he 
found that a hole-and-corner meeting was in a back 
room of the Commercial Buildings, upon the requisition 
of seven or eight individuals, ostensibly for the purpose 
of conference, but really for the purpose of abusing the 
Corporation.

It was therefore a shame a burning shame for Serjeant 
Fitzgibbon, no matter how large his fee might be— no 
matter how he may have been briefed, to give such lati- 
tude to his tongue—a tongue which enjoyed a most 
copious vocabulary. He sometimes scolded judges, 
as well as aldermen, and was not very remarkable for 
the mildness of his phraseology; but if he hoped that 
his opinion should prevail, and have weight with the 
public, he must abandon his Billingsgate abuse of the 
Corporation, and use arguments in contradistinction te 
assertions. (Hear, hear.) He (Alderman Reynolds) 
was astonished at some of the things the learned serjeant 
stated. He said that somebody had stated in the Cor- 
poration that there were only six fountains in St. 
Michael’s Parish. They werein his (the learned serjeant’s) 
opinion, amply sufficient, and was it for the sake of a few 
ragged women that they were to incur all this expense?

The 
learned serjeant next stated that the water he got in 
Merrion-square was as pure as crystal, but he totally 
forgot that he had a filter. He also, it seemed, sunk a 
pump in his yard, the canal water was so pure—(hear, 
earj—and ho tested the relation of the pump water 
and the canal, but witnuuss heing able to discover any 
difference between them. He found tut Serjeant Fitz- 
gibbon occcupied a house valued at £136. He paid 
£1 los for pipe water, but under the bill of the Cor- 
poration he would have to pay 45 13s. 4d. There- 
fore, he naturally said to himself— If I allow this 


bill to pass, in addition to what I spent on 
my pump, I shall have to pay an increased 
rate of £5 13s. 4d. a year.” He did not

lieve that consideration induced him to make his speech, | 
for he was influenced by stronger and more substantial 
motives. (IIear, hear.) He had already received a 
large sum of money on the briefs from the mill-ownere, 
but he (Alderman Reynolds) would like to ask him how 
much money did he receive for writing his preposterous 
letters? If he succeeded in converting this cold water 
question into hot water, and getting a parcel of discon- 
tented men to subscribe money to oppose the bill before 
a Parliamentary Committee, it was barely — 
sible that he might be brought over to - 
don es special counsel, ond if this occurred he 
would have made more of cold water than any man in 
Ireland.

‘That it appears, by official reports, 
that in the period of four years preceding the year 1858, a 
number of poor persons—that is te say, between five and 
six thousand persons—boro, or alleged to be born 
in Ireland, and who became chargeable in England 
and Scotland, were removed from England and Scot- 
land to Ireland. That your petitioners believe that a 
vast number of the persons so removed had a just, if not a 
legal claim, to exemption from compulsory removal, many 
ot them having spent the best part of their lives in England, 
and had worn out their health and strength in laborious oc- 
cupation, which had contributed to the prosperity of their 
adopted country; that many of the persons so removed had 
contracted marriages and established relations which should 
prevent the application to them of a law concicved in the 
spirit of an act against vagrancy; that a large proportion of 
these persons had been engaged in perilous employments, and 
very many of them had suffered bodily injuries which had 
rendered them helpless for the remainder of their lives ; that 
many of them had been the wives and children, born in Eng- 
land, of soldiers or sailors’ and that, notwithstanding 
the — 5 = 2 various classes, who so largely 
com tc uf eh.

‘That the law is unequal in its operation, inasmuch as poor

tive countries, in case of their being relieved in Irish Poor 
Law Unions. That your petitioners beg to express their 
confidence in the humanity of the great body oftheir fellow- 
subjects, and their unfeigned belief that no consideration of 
economy, in the treatment of Irish r persons, would 
find favour amongst the people of England or Scotland, 
if the case presented were fully understood. That 
according to the information derived from poor per- 
sons removed, it appears that when an order of removal has 
been made—which order, it is well to state, is obtained with 
a very objectionable facility, and not necessarily after in- 
— in open court— the persons to be removed are trans- 
erred to an individual, generally a contractor, who is em- 
powered by the statute 8 and 9 Vie., c. 117, s. 3, to det in 
and hold them in safe custody,’ and who conducts their re- 
moval to Ireland, it is much to be apprehended, in the man- 
ner most convenient and profitable to himself; that they are 
subject to be removed by land or by sea,’ and that the 
looseness of the enactment leaves a terrible discretion to the 
person who undertakes the removal, there being no direction 
to guard these poor persons from being sent, for example, 
from the most remote seaport in England to the Irish ports 
specified in the echedule to the act, as deck passengers, with- 
out sufficient covering to them against inclement 
weather, and without a supply of food to sustain them on 
their way; and your petitioners know that poor 
persons are thus ordinarily sent, exposed to the vicissitudes o 
season, and without the food required in their generally weak 
condition; and that owing to these practices it is notorious 
that human life has been frequently sacriticed. With a view 
to remedy the evils which your petitioners have deseribed, may 
it please your honourable House to take the subject of the re- 
voval of the Irish poor into immediate consideration, and to

A 
very important question was to be discussed in the 
matt r. The Youghal Union is of a very extensive 
character, including thireen parishes, having a 
population of thirty or forty theusand people. From 
the year 1856 down to the present time there had been 
acontroversy as to the appointment of a chaplain to the 
workhouse. Upto 1856 there had been in Youghal a parish 
prie-t and three curates, who discharged the duties of the 
parish and the workhouse, For thechaplaincy a salary of 
£75, and subsequently of £60 per annum was paid. In 
1856, the then parish priest died, and was succeeded by 
another, the Rev. Mr. Murphy, the present parish priest. 
He considered two curates were adequate to do the duty of the 
parish, and that a priest should be got specially to dischar 
the duties of the workhouse chaplaincy. A clergyman could 
not be got to devote himself solely to the chaplaincy 
for less than £80 per annum. The Commissioners ob- 
jected to give more than had been formerly paid—viz., £60. 
A lengthened 1 ensued between them, the 
ardians the Rev. Mr. Murphy, and the Roman Catholic 
ishop of the diocese. The latier stated several times that 
a clergyman could not be appointed at a lower salary than 
£30. The board of guardians passed several resolutions 
calling on the Commissioners to appoint a Roman Catholic 
chaplain at that f{salary, which, in their opinion, too, was 
scarcely adequate, under the circumstances. A chaplain was 
appointed, but frem time to time some of the clergymen of 
the pari h officiated at the workhouse, and attended the 
inmates in extreme cases gratuitously. An arrangement 
was made to allow the inmates to go and atiend worship 
at the chapel in the town, but the result of this was 
such a total upsetting of the discipline of the house that it 
had to be discontinued, and for the last sixteen months the 
Roman Catholic inmates of the Youghal Union had been left 
altogether without a chaplain. At one time the Commis- 
sioners offered to give a salary of £70, but this was not con- 
sidered adequate. ‘The board prayed to be allowed to give 
apartments to the value of £10 in addition, so as to enable 
the Sclergyman to maintain himself on the £70, but the 


Commissioners refused to entertain this proposition.

sorts of crimes and collusions. This feeling, however, 
is rapidly passing away. The new court has been open 
rather more than two years, and from the returns it 
appears that some eight or nine hundred persons have 
applied for re def from their matrimonial troubles. Some 
hundred and seventy or eighty causes have been dis- 
posed of. The vast majority of applicants have obtained 
the relief sought, and in those instances where the 
prayers of the petitioner have been rejected, it has been 
on the ground that there was strong suspicion of collu- 
sion, i that the crimes alleged had not been incontestibiy 
proy 

In the majority of those cases where dissolution of 
marriage has been pronounced, the evidence has been 
of the most pointed character, proving the crime of 
bigamy and open adultery. “There have been cases in 
which no one hearing the evidence would for a moment 
hesitate to grant adissolution. The very fact of the 
number of applicants for relief proves how much the 
alteration in the law was required. In a new act like 
the Divorce Act, the effect of which no one could fore- 
see, it was scarcely to be expected that amendments 
would not be required. “The act has accordingly been 
improved twice, although it is only two years and a half 
old. The business of the court is now, however, so over- 
whelming that it will be impossible to carry it on with 
satisfaction to the public so long as it is constituted on 
its present basis. It is true that by the amended act 
the fifteen judges are made members of the court ; but 
as far as experience has gone the change does not meet 
the emergencies of the case. The full court sat for nearly 
three weeks, and managed to clear off acertain number 
of causes. The court then adjourned to the present 
term. Now, however, the new list is found to be larger 
than the old. The difficulty thus occasioned amounts 
practically, in many instances, to a denial of justice, for 
the delay and the expense consequent thereon prevents 
many persons availing themselves of the advantages of 
the act. It is, therefore, proposed that early next ses- 
sion a measure shall be brought in to appoint additional 
judges, and it is expected that those law lords who 
opposed the bill of last session will now give it their as- 
sent.

Previous to the read 
ing of the papers the chairman drew attention to 
the Humboldt Foundation Fund. Dr. Shaw read a 
paper on the “ Proposed Railway Across the Andes 
from Caldera to Rosaria, via Cordova,” by William 
Wheelright, Esq..F.R.G.S. The author, whose success 
in the establishment of steam communication along the 
shores of South America, and the construction of a rail- 
way across the Isthmus of Panama, is well known, has 
been engaged for several years in the construction of 
railways in Chili, in which he has had occasion to use 
sharp curves and steep gradients. Among those already 
executed is that from Valparaiso to Santiago and Tal- 
cahuano ; from Caldera to Copiapo, Pabellon, and Cha- 
naxillo; and from Copiapo to Tres Puntos. In their con- 
struction he has used gradients of 152 and 250 feet per 
mile, and carried them to an elevation of 6,600 feet 
above the level of the sea. From their sue- 
cess the author is Jed to believe that by a. similar 
system the Andes might be crossed and the rail run 
on to Rosario, via Cordova, a distance altogether of 1,100 
miles. The route has been carefully explored, the 
flevations fixed by barometrical measurement, and 
the Pass of San Francis ascertained never to be 
blocked up by snow, travellers crossing it at all seasons.. 
The author is of opinion that the construction ofsuch a 
railway, though difficult, is practicable, and the advan- 
tages that would accrue by opening up the South Ameri- 
can States to commerce, the Rio de la Plata being navi- 
gable at the foot of Rosario for vessels drawing 12 
feet of water, would be very great; in addition to 
which it was stated that it would place England within 
fifty days’ communication of Australia. On the east 
of the Andes the slope is gradual, and presents little 
difficulty, while on the western side the descent is very 
steep and would require severe gradients. The heavy 
traffic, consisting of minerals, would, however, be from 
the mountains to the shore, and the carriages would 
descei:d by their own weight, while the return traffic, 
consisting of lighter goods, might be drawn up the in- 
cline by powerful locomotives. It appears that the 
South American States are so fully alive to the ad- 
vantages they will derive from the exccution of this 
project that the Argentine Republic has offered a 
free grant of land, five miles in bresdth, on either 
side of the railway. Admiral Fitzroy stated that he had 
the greatest confidence in Mr. Wheelwright, and believed 
the construction of the railway to be practicable, the 
only serious difficulty being for about 50 miles across 
the summit of the Andes, and, should it prove greater 
than could be overcome, common roads might be made 
for that portion of the route, and even with that break 
in the communication the railv ay would be cf immense 
advantage. In answer {oan objection from Mr. Hamil- 
ton, he stated that on some of the railways in Nor- 
way and in the United States gradients occur of 
1 in 30, and even as steep as one in 25, and 
that powerful engines with ten wheels, four of 
them driving, have been constructed for drawing 
trains up these steep inclines. Captain Sullivan, R.N, 
drew attention to the navigability of the Rio de la Plata, 
stating that he had ascended to Robario in a vessel of 
164 feet draught of water. After some observations 
from Mr. Bollaert, the second paper, by Dr. Buist, On 
the Kooria Mooria Islands” was also read by Dr. Shaw. 
These islands have become famous from the treasures 
of guano they are said to contain, though the manure is 
only found on the two smaller islands of the group, Ib- 
blea and Haski.
